Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments; Applicants' representative pointed to results in Table 10, page 1 1 1 
as providing support for specific percentages recited in the claims, and argued that applicants invention is drawn to 
increasing levels of oleic acid in cotton by reducing expression of the ghFAD2-1 gene, which encodes a delta-12 fatty 
acid desaturase. The Examiner maintained that the specification enables a narrower scope, given the high degree of 
sequence similarity between fatty acid modifying enzymes having different activities, it would require undue 
experimentation to identify which portions of the ghFAD2-1 gene would specifically reduce the delta-12 fatty acid 
desaturase activity.
